Carney, Okla., April 28 —W)—A 


giant air force D-36 bomber and 
an F-51 fighter plane collided dur- 
ing a mock air raid on Oklahoma 
City yesterday, plunging H airmen 
11,000 feet to their deaths. 


Four members of the crew para- 


chuted to safety. 


An air force announcement said 


early today that "li men are pre- 
sumed to be dead or missing'.'—13 
on tlie bomber and 
the 
fighter 


pilot. 


At first it was 'believed 1C were 


aboard the huge B-36, but later ot- 
ficinls said there were 17. 
•The F-ll pilot WHS First LI. Fred 
W. Black, Oklahoma City. Other 
vicUms1 names were being 
with- 


held pending notification 
of nexl 


of kin. 


Bodies nnd debris were scattered 


over a mile-wide area in an oat 
field. 


The tragedy near here w«3 the 


air force's second costly mishap in 
two days. Eleven crewmen 
were 


killed and five injured when a C- 
29 cracked up and burned Thurs- 
day in the Azores while making 
an emergency landing. 


The B-29 was stationed at Walk- 


er Air Force base, Roswcll, N. M., 
and was on a training mission. 


The F-ll disintegrated. Tlie six 


engine B-36, stationed at Carswell 
air force base at Fort Worth, broke 
up into huge chunks. 
| 


The B-3G was getting ready to 


make its simulated bombing run 
on the Capital city — 50 airline 
miles to the southwest.

"Then ,we heard a crash. Sec- 


onds later, pieces of the

There Wa^ one near a watering 
pond." 


Five 
rccognizeable 
chunks of 


the bomber were found. 


A sec'ion of the fusolagc 
with 


the wings 
and 
engines 
intact 


smoldered 
for hours 
after 
the 


crash. The body of the F-41 pilot, 
liis parachute still unopened, 
was 


found nearby. He was a member 
ot the recently fcdcralizcd Okla- 
homa air national guard unit sta- 
tioncd at Will Rogers field 
near 


Oklahoma City. 


Apparently 
the fighter 
plane 


struck the big bomber between the 
wing and tail section. 


The tail assembly was a mile 


north with three bodies nearby. 
Across a section 
line 
was 
the 


bomber's nose with seven 
more 


Jcad airmen. The impact of 
one 


body caused a 10-inch impression 
in the earth. 


The B-36 crash was the fourth 


in history. The plane is the world's 
largest bomber, has a bomb bay 
with the space of four freight cars. 
It had the six gasoline-powered en- 
gines with pusher propellers 
and 


four jet engines ou the ends of its 
wings.
